If Donald Trump loses the presidency, 
it probably won’t be Florida’s fault. 

President Trump on Tuesday held a 
big lead in the nation’s biggest battle- 
ground state that put him in position to 
defeat Democratic nominee Joe Biden in 


the Sunshine State. With 11 million bal- 
lots counted late Tuesday, Trump was 
on track to win the state by a margin 
that, by Florida standards, was a blow- 
out. 

But The Associated Press said the race 
was still too close to call: “Trump and 
Biden are locked in a tight race in Flor- 
ida, and it is too early for The Associ- 
ated Press to call the perennial bat- 
tleground state. Florida has a history of 
close elections, including the state’s 
2018 governor’s race, which went to a
